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ADMINISTRATION OF ASCS PROGRAMS 


The Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service (ASCS) is the 

agengy of the United States Department of Agriculture that administers 
specified commodity and related land use programs designed for volun- 

tary production adjustment, resource protection, and farm income stab- 
ilization. 


Administration of these programs is accomplished through State, County, 
and Community Committees. These committees are composed of farmers who 
represent various types of farming in the State. They establish the 
policies that are within their legal and administrative jurisdiction 
with respect to the operation of all applicable programs of the United 
States Department of Agriculture at the State and County level. 


The Michigan State ASC Committee consists of three members appointed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. In addition, the Director of Agri- 
cultural Extension Service is an ex-officio member of the committee, 


The State Committee is responsible for the administration of farm pro- 
grams in the State and for general supervision of the work of County 
Committees. The State Committee appoints a State Executive Director 
who supervises and directs the work of the State Office staff under 
policies established by the committee. 


Each ASC County Committee has three farmer-members elected by farmer- 
elected delegates to a county convention. One committee person is 
elected each year, with two committee persons being holdovers. 


In Michigan, there are 83 counties and 69 county offices. 


Each ASC County Committee employs a County Executive Director, who for 
the committee, hires the necessary employees for office and field work 
and sees that the day-to-day office operations are effectively per- 
formed. The County Committee, however, is responsible for programs 
and administrative policies and decisions at the county level. 
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AGRICULTURAL CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Originally, the Agricultural Conservation Program (ACP) offered pay- 
ments for land use and production adjustments in addition to conser- 
vation measures. Since 1944, however, its conservation assistance has 
been limited to measures which farmers generally would not be likely 
to carry out to the needed extent without cost-share aid. 


With emphasis on enduring practices, ACP is the principal channel 
through which the Federal Government shares with farmers and ranchers 
the cost of carrying out approved soil, water, woodland, and wildlife 
conservation practices on their land. 


To strengthen the enduring practices aspect of the program, county 
ASC committees review with a selected number of farmers their conser- 
vation needs, looking toward what the farmers would do without cost- 
sharing assistance. 


In departure from the past, specific practices are not included in the 
National program. County ASC committees, working with county program 
development groups, have full authority to develop each county's 
practices. Counties first identify their conservation needs and then 
develop the practices, concentrating on enduring conservation, that 
offer solutions. As in the past, the county programs are to be reviewed 
by State ASC committees. 


Funds for the cost-share use in each program year are allocated to 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation (ASC) State committees on 
the basis of the conservation needs of the farmlands in the various 
States, as determined by the Secretary of Agriculture. 


The ASC State committees, in turn, allot the funds to farmer-elected 
ASC county committees, who use them to help local farmers carry out 
conservation measures on their land. Farmers go to their ASCS county 
office and request cost-sharing for conservation work in advance of 
performance. 


In granting requests, the county committee takes into account the need 
for each practice on the farm, its benefit to the public, its relative 
urgency, and the need for cost-sharing to carry it out.

1977 DROUGHT AND FLOOD CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


On May 3, 1977, a supplemental drought appropriation bill was signed 

by President Carter. The purpose of this bill was to implement a 

special emergency agricultural conservation program in designated drought 
and flood damaged areas in the United States. The program assistance 
consists of cost-sharing with eligible landowners for practices designed 
to alleviate the effects of drought or flood on agricultural resources. 
This program was administered by the Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service through the farmer-elected committee system. 


Michigan suffered severe drought conditions to agricultural lands during 
the latter part of 1976 and 1977. Sixty counties were designated under 
DFCP. Cost-share assistance of up to 80 percent was approved for eligible 
practices. Practices providing an immediate impact to reduce wind erosion 
damage and to extend limited supplies of agricultural water were applied 
to the land. The Soil Conservation Service assisted in program operations 
by providing technical assistance as necessary for various practices.

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FORESTRY INCENTIVES PROGRAM (FIP) 


The Forestry Incentives Program (FIP) is aimed at improving the 
Nation's timber production by stimulating better forest management 
practices on the vast acreage of small private timber ownership 
tracts. The program was funded at the $15 million level authorized 
by Congress for 1976 and 1977. 


FIP is available in most States in specifically designated counties 
with high resource potential for increased timber production. Both 
annual and long-term agreements are offered to eligible owners of 
non-industrial private forest land. Federal cost-sharing under these 
agreements range from 50 to 75 percent of the cost of carrying out 
tree planting and timber stand improvement practices. All FIP 
agreements are based on forest management plans developed by the 
local forester in cooperation with the landowner. FIP is administered 
by the Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service through 
itsfarmer-elected committee system. The Forest Service, in conjunc- 
tion with State and District Foresters, provide technical assistance 
in developing forest management plans and servicing practices.

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COMPLIANCE AND AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHY 
ee SUES RAPHY 


The Compliance and Aerial Photography Division is responsible for 
obtaining acreage determinations and checking compliance of farmers 
under various ASCS farm programs. Compliance is determined in two 
ways: One method is called producer certification; the other method 
is an On-farm inspection and measurement by farm reporters, 


The certification method consists of farmers visiting the county 
office and certifying program acreages and land uses. Photocopies 
are used in certifying compliance. They are exact reproductions of 
aerial photo enlargements on file in the county office. 


During 1976 and 1977, photography was used to check the farmers that had 
filed a claim for low yield due to disaster and for making spot-checks 
of those farms that had certified the current land use for history 
purposes, spot-checking of ACP practices, premeasurement and acreage 
determinations for disaster crops. 


For the first time, in 1977, Michigan used the aerial observation method 
to complete some of the quality control checks of farmers' certifica- 
tions. A total of approximately 500 farms in twelve counties were checked 
by air. This method proved to be much cheaper and faster than any other 
method and will be used extensively in the future. 


If the producer wishes to know the exact acreage of a given area, he 
may obtain this information by requesting measurement service. This 


service is provided by the county ASCS office at a nominal charge. 


Aerial photographs for any given area in Michigan may be purchased by 
the public through the State or County ASCS office.

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1976 CROPLAND ADJUSTMENT PROGRAM

The Cropland Adjustment Program of 1976 marked the last year of a 
twenty year period wherein a program was offered that provided an 
agreement to retire entire farms from production. 


The initial program was known as the Soil Bank Program, passed by 
Congress in May of 1956. This was a two-part program. The Soil 

Bank provided a ten-year agreement to retire whole farms from 
production and the part known as the Acreage Reserve applied only 

to allotment and base crops and was a year-to-year program. The 
Acreage Reserve was discontinued as of January 1, 1959. Land retire- 
ment continued under the Soil Bank Program through 1966. 


In 1967, a new program was announced, known as the Cropland Adjust- 
ment Program, which authorized the Secretary of Agriculture to enter 
into agreements with farmers to divert cropland normally used for 
the production of feed grains, allotment crops and nonallotment 
crops to conserving and recreational use. 


These agreements were written for five or ten years, at the option 
of the farm owner. Annual adjustment payments were made for the 
acreage placed under agreement. Cost-share payments were made for 
approved conservation or recreational practices. 


For the last three years of the Cropland Adjustment Program, land- 
owners with valid agreements were offered a supplemental agreement 
known as public access which allowed the public to hunt or fish on 
his property. The owner was paid, under these agreements, 50¢ to 
$2.50 per acre, depending on the type of cover or water resource. 


Harvesting hay and grazing the designated acreage under agreement 
was authorized by the Secretary of Agriculture in 1976, because of 

a severe shortage of forage due to prolonged drought. Persons 
benefiting from such harvesting or grazing refunded, or had withheld 
from their payments, amounts equal to the value of the crop, as 
determined by their local county committee.

WATER BANK PROGRAM 


On December 19, 1970, the Secretary of Agriculture announced the 
Water Bank Program. This program offered a ten-year agreement to 
landowners that had eligible wetlands types 3, 4, or 5 of two acres 
or more and at least eight acres of additional adjoining lands, 
which established ten acres as a minimum eligible for agreement. 


These Water Bank agreements provided an annual payment of $5 an 
acre for all of the wetlands and a minimum of $10 an acre for all 
adjoining lands. The maximum payment for adjoining land was 
established by the State Committee, with the approval of the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 


In Michigan, the Water Bank Program was initially started in Lapeer 
County in 1974. Since then, the program has been authorized in five 
additional counties; Kent, Jackson, Hillsdale, Shiawassee and Van 
Buren. The rates for adjoining lands have been increased to a maxi- 
mum of $45 an acre, depending on the intensity of the agricultural 
use of the land, soil type, and state of fertility as determined by 
the Soil Conservation Service, in consultation with the county 
committee.

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1976-1977 FEED GRAIN AND WHEAT PROGRAMS 


The basic provisions of the 1976-1977 Feed Grain and Wheat Programs 
were continued under the authorization provided in the Agricultural 
and Consumer Protection Act of 1973. 


The Act initiated the target price approach for program crops with 
deficiency payments being made, as requfred, when the national weighted 
average market price is below the target price. Deficiency payments 
were made for the first time in 1977 for wheat and barley. 


The 1973 Act continued authority in 1976 and 1977 for the cropland 
set-aside approach and acreage diversion for limiting production. How- 
ever, the Secretary of Agriculture determined there would be no acreage 
kept out of production under a set-aside program and no restrictions 
placed on the acreage planted to wheat and feed grains in 1976 and 1977. 
This continued the same policy in effect in 1974 and 1975. 


Crop loss protection was again provided in 1976 and 1977 to producers 
who, because of natural disasters, were prevented from planting any 
portion of their program acreage allotments or if, because of the same 
circumstances, the total quantity of wheat or feed grains harvested was 
less than a specified percent of the farm's acreage allotments. 


The total amount of payments a producer could receive under a combination 
of the feed grain, wheat, and cotton programs was $20,000. This limita- 
tion did not apply to crop loans and purchases provided for in the Act.

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FARM STORAGE AND DRYING EQUIPMENT PROGRAMS 


Farmers who have adequate on-farm storage and drying equipment facilities 

have greater crop handling and marketing flexibility at harvesttime. They 
can reduce field losses by harvesting when the crop is ready and they can 

stretch their marketing over a longer period of time, obtaining commodity 

loans to provide interim financing until the crop is sold. 


This program provides financing to eligible producers to purchase and 
erect the needed storage, drying and handling equipment necessary in their 
farming operations. 


From September 17, 1973 until April 1, 1977, the program required a down 
payment of 30 per cent. Equipment eligible for loan was limited to 

basic dry grain storage, drying and handling equipment. Foundations, con- 
crete work, and electrical wiring were not eligible for loan. In addition, 
a producer could not borrow funds to build facilities which would store or 
handle more than one year's production of eligible commodities. The maximum 
amount of any loan, or outstanding balance of all loans to a producer, 

could not exceed $25,000. Loans were to be repaid in four equal install- 
ments over a 5-year period. 


Effective April 1, 1977, the program was changed to allow producers to 
borrow funds to provide storage or handling capacities for two years' 
production. The amount which could be loaned was increased to 85 percent 
of the total final cost of all eligible equipment, including foundations, 
concrete and electrical wiring. The maximum amount of any loan, or out- 
standing balance of all loans held by a producer, was increased to $50,000. 
Interest rates were set at 7 percent per annum. 


On July 25, 1977, the program was amended to include storage structures 
designed primarily for wet storage of grain, including oxygen-limiting or 
other silo-type structures and the necessary loading and unloading equip- 
ment, as eligible for loan. 


Effective August 30, 1977, the loan terms were increased from four install- 
ments to seven installments, over an eight year period. 


The following tables show loan activity for the calendar years 1976 and 
1977.

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DISASTER ACTIVITIES 


Natural disasters, such as flood, freeze, wind, and drought, can 
cause serious economic losses to those engaged in the production of food. 
Farming is a risky business, even without the effects of a natural dis= 
aster. Because of the losses caused by these disasters, various programs 
have been enacted by Congress to help offset the losses suffered by farmers. 


The Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service administers 
the Emergency Conservation Measures program and the Livestock Feed Pro- 
gram. The Farmers Home Administration offers low interest loans to cover 
losses caused by disasters, and the Soil Conservation Service provides 
technical service to restore farmland to pre-disaster conditions. 


These programs cannot be activated unless the local USDA Emergency 
Board, made up of representatives of the USDA agencies in the county, 
survey the damages suffered by farmers in the county and request a disaster 
designation from the State Emergency Board. This board is also made up of 
representatives of USDA agencies in the State. 


If the State Emergency Board concurs with the County Board, it 
requests the Governor of the State to request a disaster designation 
from the Secretary of Agriculture. If the Secretary of Agriculture agrees, 
he may designate the counties involved as disaster areas, thus making 
farmers eligible for the disaster services offered by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 


In 1975 and 1976, several disasters occurred in Michigan. The 
following table lists the counties approved for disaster services and 
the dates and types of disaster:

1975-76 LIVESTOCK FEED PROGRAM 


The Livestock Feed Program was changed in 1975 to give county and 
State ASC Committees the authority to determine eligibility for the 
program. 


Under LFP, Commodity Credit Corporation-owned feed grains are made 
available, at reduced prices, to producers who have their feed supplies 
materially reduced due to severe drought, flood, insect infestation 

or other natural disaster. In this way, LFP will help eligible 

farmers preserve and maintain foundation herds and other eligible 
livestock. 


Producers filing applications for assistance under LFP are required 

to file a financial statement to enable the ASC committee to determine 
that the producers are unable to buy feed through normal trade channels 
without undue financial hardship. 


The amount of feed a producer may purchase under the program may not 
exceed the amount of his loss. 


Due to a severe drought during the summer of 1975, causing considerable 
loss of livestock feed, Baraga, Houghton and Menominee counties were 
certified as eligible under the LFP in November and December of 1975 
and January of 1976. However, program operations did not begin until 
calendar 1976. The following is activity by each county through the 
termination date June 15, 1976:

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1976 LIVESTOCK FEED PROGRAM 


Provisions for the 1976 Livestock Feed Program were essentially the 
same as for the 1975 program. 


The program provided that eligible producers could purchase Govern- 
ment-owned feed grains at the local county price support rate. The 
program could be approved by the State Committee provided certifi- 
cation of disaster conditions were obtained from the Governor. 


Oats were the only feed grain owned by the Government and available 
for sale. The price support rate in Michigan counties ranged from 
64 cents to 67 cents per bushel. 


The following counties were approved by the State Committee because 
of livestock feed losses due to the drought: 


Alpena Emmet Menominee Ontonagon 
*Antrim Delta *Missaukee 
Baraga Houghton Montmorency 


*These counties were not approved by the State Committee because 
their request was received after termination of the program. 


There was no activity under this program in any county because the 
program was terminated November 11, 1976, since the Government- 
owned stocks of oats was exhausted. 


The Livestock Feed Program was authorized in 1954 by Congressional 
action amending the basic disposal authority for surplus farm commod- 
ities detailed in Section 407 of the Agricultural Act of 1949. It 
limits the grains available for this use to those owned or controlled 
by the Commodity Credit Corporation. 
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1976-77 FDAA EMERGENCY PROGRAM FOR LIVESTOCK 


In December, 1976, Commodity Credit Corporation-owned stocks of 
feed grain (oats) were completely depleted which terminated the 
livestock feed program authorizing sales of ccC-owned grain at 
reduced prices in disaster areas. 


In January, 1977, the Federal Disaster Assistance Administration 
and the U. S. Department of Agriculture formulated three programs 
for assistance to livestock owners in areas designated as disaster 
areas by the President. 


These programs were: 


1 


Hay Transportation Assistance Program. This program provided 
to eligible producers payment for transportation of hay. Pay- 


ment could be authorized up to 80 percent of the actual cost, 
not to exceed $50 per ton. This program was not authorized in 
Michigan. 


Cattle Transportation Assistance Program. This program provided 


to eligible producers payment for movement of cattle to available 
grazing areas. Payment could be authorized for up to two-thirds 
of the actual cost, not to exceed ICC rates, with a maximum of 
$24 per head. This program was not authorized in Michigan. 


Emergency Feed Program. This program provided assistance to 
eligible producers by payment of up to 50 percent of the cost of 
eligible livestock feed but not to exceed 2¢ per pound of feed 
grain equivalent purchased under the program approved. Eligible 
livestock included cattle (dairy and beef), sheep, goats, and 
hogs, but not chickens or horses. 


Payment was based on the number of pounds of feed grain equivalent 
for hay, forage, silage or grain purchased under the program. 


The maximum quantity eligible for payment was the smaller of the 
loss of production or the quantity determined by multiplying the 
number of animal units times the number of days in the feeding 
period times 10 pounds. 


Counties to be approved required recommendation by the County and 
State USDA Emergency Boards, the Governor, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, and the Director of the Federal Disaster Assistance 
Administration. 


This program terminated September 30, 1977 with the inception of 
the Emergency Livestock Feed Program authorized under Section 1105 of 
Title XI of the Food and Agriculture Act of 1977.

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PRICE SUPPORT PROGRAM 


Price support is achieved through loans, purchases and payments for 
eligible commodities, all at announced levels. Legislation was de- 
signed to make some export commodities more competitive in world 

markets through market price support at or near world price levels. 


For most commodities, loans are made directly to producers on the 
unprocessed commodity through ASCS county offices. Smaller amounts 
of grains are also purchased from producers. 


Loans are available for periods of six to eight months following har- 
vest. Depending on the commodity, loans generally mature the last 

day of the eleventh month after disbursement. Purchases from producers 
are made about eighteen months after harvest. 


Price support loans to producers are "nonrecourse." With this type of 
loan, producers are not obligated to make good any decline in the market 
price of the commodity they have put up as collateral. If market prices 
rise above support prices, producers can pay off their loans and market 
their commodity. If market prices fail to rise above support prices, 
producers can deliver the commodity to CCC, with appropriate adjustments 
for quality and quantity, and discharge their obligation in full. 


Support loans and purchases give farmers a ready means of promoting 
more orderly marketing, particularly in periods when bountiful harvest 
supplies threaten to push prices of farm commodities down to unfair 
levels. 


Interest rates have varied over the years for commodity loans but more 
frequent changes have occurred in recent years since announcement of 
the policy of the Commodity Credit Corporation Board of Directors in 
September, 1974, to change the interest rate semiannually to adjust 

for cost of funds borrowed for CCC in their lending operation for 
commodity loans. This policy was changed April 1, 1977 so that the 
interest at the time the loan was made will be in effect for the entire 
loan period.

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BEEKEEPER INDEMNITY PAYMENT PROGRAM 


The Beekeeper Indemnity Payment Program was enacted by Congress to 
protect the bee industry in the United States. Beekeeping is an 
essential industry, required for proper pollination of fruit and 
vegetable crops. Without a strong bee population, many foods enjoyed 
by consumers would be unavailable. High losses of bees, as a result 
of increased use of pesticides by modern agriculture, endangered 

the beekeeping industry. The Beekeeper Indemnity Program provides 
assistance to keep it a viable industry. 


The program pays an indemnity payment for losses to bees as a direct 
result of pesticides. Flat rate payments are made for verified losses 
as follows: 


Colony Destroyed Sz2e5U 
Colony Severely Damaged 15.00 
Colony Moderately Damaged AS) 
Queen Nucleus Destroyed 1 


Before a payment is approved, the loss has to have been caused by use 
of a pesticide and such loss verified by an ASCS Bee Inspector. The 
beekeeper must show that: 


ah His own pesticide application, if any, in no way contributed to 
his bee losses, 


Z He took reasonable care to protect his bees if he had prior know- 
ledge of pesticide use in the vicinity of his colonies. 


3 He did all he could to reduce losses after the bees were exposed.

WOOL PROGRAM 


Under the National Wool Act of 1954, wool is recognized as an essential 
and strategic commodity not produced in sufficient quantity in the United 
States. It is the declared policy of Congress to encourage an annual 
domestic production of about 300 million pounds of shorn wool. 


In order to accomplish the goal, the Secretary of Agriculture was directed 
to establish an incentive price for shorn wool at 72 cents per pound for 
the marketing years 1971 through 1976. 


Payments to growers are made when the national average price received by 
all growers during the marketing year January 1 through December 31 is 
less than the support rate. 


Payments are made for unshorn lambs (pulled wool) at a level in relation- 
ship to the support rate for shorn wool. 


The National Wool Act was amended by the Food and Agriculture Act of 1977 
and changed the support price formula. The support price for shorn wool 
for the 1977 marketing year was 99 cents per pound, and $1.08 per pound 
for 1978. Support prices for 1979 - 1981 will be adjusted to reflect 
changes in the parity index and will be announced before the start of each 
year.
